Ballots, not bullets, will secure for 
workingmen and all other* in this 
country their equal rights. This 
sentiment contain* the only rational 
solution of the whole difficulty be¬ 
tween Capital and Labor on Ameri¬ 
can soil—the ballot! and not the bul¬ 
let. . 

When labor organizations, or lead¬ 
er*, decide that for them the best 
thing to do is to “organize military 
bodies"’ end arm and drill with dead 
Jv weapons in defense of their cause, 
they adopt a course that if genomlly 
'pursued would ultimately invuLe 
thetnseltes and th* uatiun in riot, 
revolution and ruin. 

At thi* age, to anu and to battle 
for rights upon the line of physical 
force i* not progressive, but retro 
greesive, and no one should think of 
it except with abhorrence. It is 
true that a little mofie than a century 
age the Thirteen Colonies took up 
arms against violations of their just 
right* and fought against the tyranny 
of Great Britain, whose hireling 
soldiers were sent over here to keep 
a people destined to be free and in¬ 
dependent in subjection. But then 
there was ne other alternative but to 
tight. No appeal to the ballot box 
was possible. Now, just so far as the 
workingman is intelligent, and votes 
under*tandingly, and the ballot is 
freely cast and fairly counted, he is 
master of the situation. He is a 
slave only so far as he makes himself 
one and his comrades with him by 
playing into the h^nds of political 
knaves, making of politics the instru 
ment of corruption and oppression, 
when, taught and maintained as the 
true “science of ; government,” it 
would insure equal light*, domestic 
tranquility, peace and prosperity for 
*11. 

The cardinal principle in politics at 
this time is ‘.'Protection to American 
Labor,” and that means, if anything, 
that the workingmen of this country 
shall l>e elevated as to their material 
condition; that they shall enjoy a 
just share of’ the wealth they create. 
This they cannot obtain by invading 
the rights of proprietorship, os was 
dona at Homestead, however well in 
tended. The organization of labor is 
right and natural; it is the result of 
civilisation ami progress. The same 
is to be said of the |organization of 
capital for purposes of production, 
modified by the collateral truth that 
there are moral responsibilities in. 
volving the welfare of th* nation and 
the peopla that cannot be put out of 
sight in either'connection. Between 
organized capital and* organized labor 
there need be no misunderstandings. 
It is only when capital is combiued in 
a great corporation or a .“trust,” 
where individual responsibility has 
passed out of existence, that any 
serous oonflict between labor and cap¬ 
ital arise*. far as corporations 
are devoid ,uL. individuality, and the 
members of them unaccountable to 
public and private interests, they are 
un American, they are hostile to our 
institutions; ami if they cannot be 
controlled ought to be crushed under 
the heel of advancing civilization, not 
by dynamite and burning petroleum, 
but by the freeman's ballot. 

Thi Political Pig Trough. 

Rev. Thomas Dixon, the doughty 
young Baptist preacher, said last 
Sunday in Association Hall: 

It is conceded without diocusaion 
by 62,000,000 people in America that 
the rottenest city government- in the 
English speaking world is in New 
York. So profound is the disgust 
and contempt in which thi* city’s 
municipal authority is held by the 
people of the nation that it is now im 
passible to secure for the city any 
great assembly or exhibition of a 
national character.
